On the same day that Rep. Martin Dies 


(D-Tex) told a newsman that Communist 
activities in this counliy had been cut 
down to size and no longer constituted a 
Red threat, the Justice Department an- 
nounced a new division for expediting ac- 
tion on alleged Communist subversives. 


Any contradiction that may seem to mark 


these two events is illusory. The somewhat 
belated 
but thorough awakening 
o£ the 


American people to the creeping danger in 
their midst has undoubtedly abated the 
audacity with whieh the advocates of sub- 
versiion had operated for years. 
It has 


surely destroyed such shreds of glamor as 
might still have surrounded the pretended 
Communist ideals that so impressed warm- 
hearted and large-minded Americans, par- 
ticularly youth, a couple of decades ago. 
Communism is no longer "the thing" among 
those aspiring to be knowledgeable. 


Yet it cannot be said now, perhaps for 


years to come, that Hed subversion is no 
longer a menace to American freedom. 
It 


is and will continue to be, as long as injus- 
tices and short-sightedness persist, which 
means as long as the human race continues, 
and provide fuel for incendiaries from with- 


out. The vast backlog of cas.es the new di- 
vision iS being set up to handle represent 
only those for which FBI has gathered 
masses of evidence. These will be handled 
under the Smith Act, which opened the way 
for successful prosecution of highly placed 
leaders of U.S. Communism. Assistance will 
be given the control board set up a few 
years ago to run down and deport foreign 
born Communists. 


Any resemblance that Red sympathizers 


might purport to detect to a "gestapo" is also 
imaginary. Atty. Gen. Brownell took pains 
to stress that among the new division's par- 
ticular duties would be to safeguard the 
consitutional freedoms of all persons in- 
volved in is proceedings. 


The Red menace can be taken as greatly 


reduced since its banner years of the very 
recent past. The new enforcement agency is 
intended to speed the disposal of the moun- 
tain of cases worked up then and since.

The Weapon as Enemy 


Il has become a commonplace of speech 


today that only spiritual forces can bring 
under control 
the 
unspeakable physical 


forces that seem to threaten mankind's con- 
tinued existence. 
This is a natural, almost 


automatic, conclusion among those who ad- 
here to it. A minority view has just been 
offered, to the effect that the atomic race is 
not really so, although the spirit is always 
a help in any bad set of circumstances. "We 
think it's a philosophical problem," thinks a 
philosophical New Yorker editor, "or, to use 
a dirty word, an intellectual one. It has a 
kind of dull insolubility about it, too. The 
East believes one thing, the West another. 
Each supports its position with a weapon so 
strong that the weapon itself has become a 
common enemy." 


Neither side is ready to btop improving 


the weapon, lest the other get a step ahead. 
Both sides conduct experiments, and these 
are becoming annoying and ominous, spoil- 
ing fish in the sea and dooming innocent by- 
standers to a lingering death. "So the problem 
of conserving natural resources is overlaid 
on the problem of power balance. As the 
weapon increases in power, the likelihood 
of its being use^i in total war decreases, 
since no man wishes to disadvantage him- 
self, and war would diadvantage all. But 
the argument remains and the experimenta- 
tion continues." 
" 


This is all incontestable, but doesn't it 


after all leave the spiritual factor in the sit- 
uation, pretty big? 


A Dedicated Home 


Dedication of the new Cedars Home for 


Children, set for the coming Sunday, is in a 
sense an already accomplished fact. 
The 


tnie dedication of this remarkable institu- 
tion took place nearly a decade ago in the 
minds of a group of men desiring to make 
their luncheon club a genuine service group. 
Casting about for a worthwhile project, they 
hit on one that filled a community need and 
likewise gave them personal satisfaction and 
a source of interest inherent in helping chil- 
dren. 


The Cedars is an arm of the county gov- 


ernment in that it provides temporary 
refuge for children left homeless by domes- 
tic misfortunes and dislocations. It is not an 


orphanage, a school or a permanent home' 
for any of its charges. The youngsters go 
to school, they help with chores, they en- 
joy a life as closely resembling natural 
family existence as can be provided — and 
most important of all, they get love and un- 
derstanding at a most critical juncture in 
their interrupted home life. Psychic wounds 
that might cripple them spiritually 
and 


mentally are treated if they cannot actually 
be averted. 
Incidentally the Sertomans, 


whose members all give of themselves in, 
addition to their money and planning, have 
fun too, as probably dc.es mysterious "Mr. 
X" whose generosity made the 
original 


Cedars Home possible and contributed to the 
fine new building. 


'Separate But Equal' 


Decision of the Mississippi Legislature to 


try out for a year a system of "separate but 
equal" public schooling for Negro and white 
children, must be counted as a short step 
forward, though it angles off from the law 
of the land as that will be if the Supreme 
Court so rules. Beginning in July the state 
will consolidate hundreds of small schools, 
equalize the pay of Negro and white teach- 
ers and add 600 school buses to the system. 
This will boost the school budget from $25 
million to a record $34 million. Mississippi 
is by average standards a lagging state and 
has been so ever since Civil War days.

Schooling equal to what the white children 
have been getting may not be much, except 
by comparison. And while to Northern eyes 
it would look deplorable to perpetuate seg- 
regation in the schools by such a method, 
that problem will require time for its so- 
lution, much more time than it would in 
the West, for instance. 


Meanwhile the legislature is preparing to 


seek ways to circumvent the Suoreme Court 
ruling, should that go against its prejudices 
and fears. That is a very serious matter— 
and a reminder that legislation cannot pro- 
and hope to maintain an advanced position, 
ceed too much faster than public opinion 


These weeks of the crisis of decision about 
Indo-China have thrown a lot of light on 
the peculiar Congressional relations of the 
Eisenhower administration. 


A minor but typical incident arose from 


the F r e n c h need for more 
American Air Force mechanics 
to service their planes at the 
Indo-Chinese air fields. Long 
before, 
after 
much 
heart- 
searching, the Administration 
assigned a little more than 200 
mechanics of the Far East Air 
Force to this duty in the Indo- 
China battle zone. This action, 
first reported in this space, 
caused m u c h Congressional 
J* AI«»P 
concern. 


A fortnight or so ago, the word came 


1hat the 200 mechanics were not nearly 
enough lo keep al! the French bombers and 
transports in the air. The need was for 
about twice as many, or the same number 
the French had originally asked for. Before 
deaJmg with this problem. Administration 
representatives conferred with bi-partisan 
groups, of House and Senate leaders. 
Extra Mechanics 


According to reports, the senators op- 


posed sending any further Americans in 
uniform to Indo-China. For the House, how- 
ever, doughty Minority Leader Sam Kay- 
burn seems to have voiced the general view, 
when he said that there was no difference 
in principal between 200 American mechan- 
ics and 400 American mechanics. On this 
ground, Rayburn argued that the Adminis- 
tration ought to do whatever seemed al- 
vi sable. 


Rayburn's loffic was not easy lo refute 


but his advice was rejected. Despite its 
negative cndingr, the episode has special in- 
terest. It strikingly Illustrates the extreme 
difference which the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration has been paying to congressional 
opinions. It shows, particularly, how the 
present time of danger has driven the Ad- 
ministration to revive the old system of bi- 
partisan consultations. 


On the day that President 
Eisenhower 


took over the White House, there was no 
serious 'bi-partisan consultation on foreign 
policy until the Indo-China crisis began. 
But as soon as the Administration learned 
that we could not just luck through in Indo- 
China, rather continuous consultations began 
to be held. The Senate leaders, Knowland, 
Ferguson, Wiley and SallonstalJ, and Lyndon 
Johnston, Russell and George, have been 
called in most often. 


From these discussions with the congres- 


sional leaders, have emerged the two rules 
that have thus far controlled the Adminis- 
tration'* handling of the crisis. 


Role one is that the President will not 


act without tufting for Congressional au- 
thorization. Rale two is that this country 


•will not attempt armed intervention in Indo- 
China except in the context of the "united 
action" of our allies. 
,

British Rejection 


The second rule has proved particularly 


significant. On the one han4, anyone fa- 
miliar with the international picture knows 
that neither the British nor any other West- 
ern ally has large troop contingents avail- 
able to be sent to Indo-China. The "united 
action" that the senators have so strongly 
insisted upon \vill always be a token affair, 
if it ever materializes at all. 


On the other hand, the highest American 


policy makers concluded about a fortnight 
ago that we ought to intervene in Indo- 
China immediately, to give air aid to the 
l)ien Bleu Phu garrison. This, they consid- 
ered was vital to American interests. But 
when the project was put up to the British, 
they rejected it. Thus the congressional in- 
sistence 011 token united action in effect 
prevented the American government from 
doing what the American government be- 
lieved desperately needed to be done. 


It will surprise many people that the con- 


gressional chiefs were so willing to discuss 
intervention in Indo-China in any context, 
whether that of united action or any other. 
Yet in practice as well as principle, the Ad- 
ministration's silent deference to congres- 
sional opinion in this world-shaking crisis 
raises the very greatest constitutional issues.

Pilot and Passengers 


Imagine the pilot of an air transport, 


in which three engines go dead with the 
Rocky Mountains straight ahead. In the 
cabin arc the passengers. The passengers arc 
equipped with parachutes to be sure, but 
untrained in parachuting and certainly not 
desirous of learning by doing. 


Docs the transport pilot say? "Of course, 


most of the passengers could save themselves 
•if they jumped, hut they won't like para- 
chuting, so I won't ask them to do it We'll 
just take our chances on running into a 
mountain." Or docs the pilot say: "I'll tell 
them how matters stand, and then they can 
save themselves unless they positively pre- 
fer running into the mountain." 


The government position in the Indo- 


China crisis is exactly like the position of 
the pilot with three dead engines. The Con- 
gress and the country arc the passengers. 
Of course Ihr country and the Congress do 
not want to intervene in Indo-China. No- 
body does. But if the Administration be- 
lieves—as it docs believe—that the loss 
of 
Indo-China will involve far greater 


disasters, is there not a duty to offer the 
country and the Congress- a clear choice? Or 
Js it proper to say, as is now being said. 
The "roi.ntry and the Congress won't stand 
for anything being done," so, in effect, we 
must just run into the mountain?

This means that a 
large part of a teacher's education must be 
in such fields as English, the social sciences, 
mathematics, science, the languages, and 
the fine arts. Of the 125 semester hours of 
college credit normally required for a col- 
lege degree, approximately 80 to 100 hours 
should be earned in these academic fields. 
In his liberal education program, the pros- 
pective teacher must be given ample op- 
portunity for mastering the subject matter 
in the particular areas in which he plans 
to teach."

gest that of a total of 125 semester hours 
ordinarily required lot a college degree, 25 
should be in the field of professional educa- 
tion), the teacher should have a solid back- 
ground in content matter.

phenomena of nature. Not only can human 
beings be hypnotized but some animals can, 
also. As everyone knows, some persons are 
easier to hypnotize than others are. The 
hypnotized person is tremend- 
ously under the influence of 
suggestion. 
'I 
have 
looked 


through several books' on the 
subject but, after 
finishing 
them, I did not feel that I 
knew an awful lot more than I 
had known before. 


A while ago I was puzzled 
to read the articles of some 
men who were satisfied th/it 
with the help of hypnosis they 
could get people to remember what had 
happened in the early years, before the age 
of 3 or 4, after which the faculty of per- 
manent memory tends to come. Naturally, 
if such memorizing is possible it would be 
a most interesting phenomenon. 


Now, I read that Drs. Robert Rubenstein 
and Richard Newman of Yale University, 
have thrown great doubt on the work of 
previous researchers by showing that some 
hypnotized persons will give details of what 
they are going to be doing on, let us say, 
Oct. 17, 1963. The researchers gave a steno- 
graphic sample of what one of the patients 
said, and it was rather stupid; it was trivial 
stuff. Obviously, if a hypnotized person can 
describe what he is going to do 20 years 
hence his description of what he was doing 
when he was '2 years old isn't worth look- 
ing at. 


SEVERAL OF MY fellow physicians and 


several laymen have written to srold me 
for saying that, in my experience, the tak- 
ing of barbiturates for sleep is often very 
advisable, and even the only way in which 
one can get back health. The people who 
scolded me forgot that I have had a large 
practice for some 48 years, during which 
time I must have seen thousands of patients. 
In this time I have seen very few who, 


I would say, had become habituated to the 
use of barbiturates, and they were all queer 
characters or a bit psychotic before they 
started using the drug:. I just cannot gei ex- 
cited about a danger that I rarely encounter. 


I know it is awful to watch a loved son 


or daughter or wife addicted to barbiturates, 
but in trying to save one weak person, one 
must not deny a hundred thousand strong 
people the great help that can come from 
a good drug. 


There is only a certain type of person 


who is likely to get habituated to a sedati««. 
Often he is a chain-smoker or a heavy 
drinker of alcohol and coffee. In some of the 
cases I have seen in which a person was 
taking much sedative, I actually was not 
sure that I ought to take it away from him 
because, without it, and without rest or' 
sleep, or relief from terrible nervousness, he 
quickly turned to alcohol for help, and tbe 
demoralizing effects of this drug were much 
worse than those of a barbiturate. 
' "

I have known thousands of persons who. 


for many years, had taken barbiturates' in 
small doses as needed and, so far as 1 could 
sec, were free from any tendency to habitua-; 
Hon. 'Jfney were sensible people who were 
glad to leave the drue alone the day they 
found they could sleep without it. 
'. 


In thousands of cases I have been able to- 


give back health to highly nervous women 
only by giving them sleep. So far as I could 
see, there was no other way of getting them 
back to health. So long as, night after night, 
they lay awake, how could any one.*h'e&> 
their fatigue or their nervousn_ss. Wha't vJSS 
I to do for unhappy mothers who, durifltg- 
the war, had a son who i#as a combat pOSC 
or worse yet, a son who had been shot down, 
behind the lines? Was I to let her lie awakf 
night after night, worrying herself sick,,.or* 
was I to give her some rest?

AGAIN, I WOULD call attention to the 


testimony given at a government hearing 
by Sir James. Purves Stewart, the greatest 
neurologist of England. When asked about 
a proposed law to limit the use of barbitu- 
rates in England, he said he was against it 
because he felt, as I do, that most peopleu 
can be trusted to take barbiturates sensibly 
just as they can be trusted to take a drhiX 
or two belore dinner. Such persons will 
never get a habit. 


He felt, as I do. that those persons who 


become seriously habituated are always 
poorly adjusted and undisciplined people' 
to begin with. He felt, as I do, that barbitu- 
rates rarely produce any mental dcmofal-' 
ization comparable to that seen so com- 
monly in cases of habituation to morphine/ 
or cocaine. 


Actually, any discussion of this subject 


is of little value because so many people, 
are now taking barbiturates that, as I re- 
member, some tons of these drugs are be~> 
ing sold every year in this country. Thesa 
drugs will continue to be sold so long as^y^. 
humans have to live the tense, hard-work- 
ing, abnormal lives that many of us have to 
live. If we could, all of us, earn our living 
with our muscles, we'd drop asleep on hit- 
ting the pillow, and the markers of barbitu~ 
rates wouid promptly go broke!

Grip Club 
When Resting 
In Position 


By BEN HOGAN 


In taking up the grip it al- 


ways seemed to me a good 
idea to have the clubhead 
resting in' its natural position 
on. the ground just as ons 
•would like to have it hit the 
ball. Doing this as you 
take up your grip will Insure 
you of a reasonable chance that 
the clubface will be in that posi- 
tion when it makes contact with 
the ball during the course of 
the swing. 


As I favor my own version of 
the overlapping grip, naturally 
that's the one I am going to 
talk about. Starting with the left 
hand, my grip is very definitely 
a palm grip. The leather or rub- 
ber grip on the shaft of the club 
will lie diagonally across the 
palm of the left hand just above 
the callus pad. Although it is 
hard to see in this picture, be- 
cause it shadows the palm cal- 
luses, the club is actually above 
these calluses and below the 
butt pad of my hand, running 
across the palm down into the 
forefinger.
